at Rice's Landing In TOilch the 
IMatntltf Had Been Bon-Suited. 


A decision of the Supreme Court of 


Pennsylvania was' handed down last 
week reversing a verdict given by tha 
court of .Greene county in the case of 
T. J. Underwood against the Pittsburg, 
Monongahela & Southern railroad, in- 
volving a claim for damages arising 
from the construction of the railroad 
across a smal Hract ot landatRlce's 
Landing. 


The suit was originally brought by 


the plaintiff when .controller of Greene 
county, ?7,000 being claimed as dam- 
ages. The- property .involved consists 
of three acres on 
the 
Moiiongahela 


river, near'Rices Lauding. In 1002 the 
Pittsburg, Monongahela 
& Southern 


railway located its line across this land 
and recorded tho same in the minutes 
of the company, which were Qled at 
Philadelphia, but no work was com- 
menced on tho projected lliie for ten 
year. T. J. Underwood purchased t-Tie 
land in 1911 and Jn 1812 the railroad 
constructed its track across the tract 
which practically took all of the good 
land. 
The railroad company, gave 


bond for damages and viewers were 


i appointed. 
They awarded $1,750 but 
| Underwood appealed from this award 
! and the case cante up for trial in the 
common please court of Greene county. 


• ^STien the case was called 
before 


Judge Ingram be ordered a compul- 
sory non-suit. .His'roason for this —as 
that Underwood had no standing in the 
case for the reason that the route was 
chosen In 1902 although the 
actual 


construction work was not commenced 
until Underwood purchased the pro- 
perty. 
According to Judge Ingram 


the owners of the property in 1902 
were the ones who had claim for dam- 
ages for the reason that the route had 
boon recorded on the minutes of the 
company all these years. By the de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court the 'plain- 
tiff is awarded a new trial.
